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Route cut riles residents

A proposal by Greyhound 
to reduce the number of daily 
bus stops in towns along the 
rural route between Calgary 
and Red Deer has generated 
considerable tension 
between customers, 
Greyhound representatives 
and agents. 

A public information 
meeting was held in Didsbury 
July 14 to allow affected 
parties to voice concerns and 
to consider alternatives 
which would lessen 
anticipated complications 
following proposed cuts in 
service. 

Greyhound said simple 
economic realities motivated 
the proposed cut-backs. 

A request was made to 
clarify the government’s role 
in the proceedings. When 
asked if the meeting 
constituted an appeal, Motor 
Transport Service 

representative A1 Smythe 
pointed out there was 
nothing to appeal until a 
decision was arrived at. He 
went on to outline the agenda 
and explain the process. 

"The request to amend the 
[local Greyhound bus] 
schedule was posted and 
advertised,” Smythe said. 
"We received in our office in 
Red Deer a number of 
concerns and calls. 
Subsequent to July 5 [when 
the advertising closedl we 


looked at all the concerns 
that were provided to us.” As 
a result, Greyhound was 
asked to hold a public 
meet ing to explain the change 
Smythe said. 

“Based on what we hear 
tonight, a decision will be 
made on whetherwe approve 
the application to withdraw 
the service or proceed to a 
public forum, at which time 
the board will get together 
and everybody who’s 
interested will be provided 
an opportunity to speak, 
including Greyhound. 

Concerns about lost 
connections were allayed by 
Greyhound representatives 
who promised to ensure' 
adjustment would be made 
to mesh with the altered 
schedules. 

Several businessmen 
pointed out that reduction in 
service would force them to 
use alternate methods of 
freight transport. Greyhound 
representatives responded 
that although they handled a 
heavy volume of freight they 
were not a ‘hotshot’ service. 

Other concerns included 
forced lengthy stopovers and 
unworkable timing for 
passengers due to cancelled 
routes. 

"It really doesn’t matter to 
our businesses whether that 
part is in there at five a.m.; 
they’re not open at five o’clock 
in the momine.” one woman

Thejudge overturned a guilty 
plea in a theft over $ 1000 case 
In Dldsbury Provincial Court last 
week. 

Judge Davies set aside the 
guilty plea after listening to an 
explanation from the accused, 
Kerry Lacombe. about how the 
Incident leading to the charge 
came about. 

Judge Davies said he felt 
Lacombe had a defense for the 
charge and set a trial date for 
September 14. 


A preliminary trial Into 
charges of utteringdeath threats 
has been delayed until next 
month because the judge did 
not want to hear the case. 

Richard Ferber. who was con¬ 
victed of murdering his wife In 
1985, will remain In custody 
until August 10 when the 
prllmlnary trial will be held. 
Judge Davies, who sat In pro¬ 
vincial court last week, said he 
did not feel he could preside 
over Ferber’s preliminary trial 
on these charges because he 
had acted as prosecutor at 
Ferber’s murder trial. 

Ferber was found guilty on 
the murder charge and spent 
the last 9 years In prison. He 
was out on parole when the 
death threat charges were laid 
in May. Ferber. 53. has contin¬ 
ued In custody since that time. 


A man was fined $200 after 
pleading guilty to a charge of 
falling to remain at the scene of 
an accident. 

Darcy Dole was charged In 
June after a parked car was hit 
and the driver failed to notify the 
owner of the accident. 

Dole was also charged with 
careless driving. He plead not 
guilty to the charge and will face 
trial on the matter on Septem¬ 
ber 14.

A good choice 


It was refreshing to see a more unique and workable 
idea for cutting the deficit and dealing with the debt 
come out of the provincial government last week. 

After more bad news about cuts that hospitals can ill 
afford, the decision to allow registry services to be 
handled by private businesses was the one ounce of 
good news in an other wise gloomy and ill advised cost 
cutting proposal. 

Albertans should be concerned about the way hospi¬ 
tals and the health care system have been targeted by 
this government. They are putting our own health at 
risk. But deciding to transfer a secondary, albeit essen¬ 
tial service to the private sector is a good idea. 

Rural Albertans have known for a long time how well 
motor vehicle registration can be handled by local 
companies, rhe line ups are smaller and the service 
friendlier. For the price of an extra $1, it has certainly 
been worth it. We can laugh at the larger centre resi¬ 
dents how are getting up in arms, the same way we have 
over post office privatization. 

In a small company, putting vehicle licensing, land 
title, vital statistics and other registry services on the 
menu can only lead to better service than most have 
received from impersonal and weary Alberta govern¬ 
ment staff in motor vehicle offices. It should also become 
a lot easier for customers. Instead of spending an 
afternoon waiting in a line up that must service half a 
city, Calgarians or Edmontonions can instead walk into 
the closest business and spend only a few minutes of 
their valuable time. That means time and money saved. 

Concerns about privacy are moot. Just because staff 
looking into a computer which contains all the registry 
information about Alberta residents are private rather 
than government employees does not mean personal 
information will be leaked. In fact it may be the opposite. 
Private businesses will be more likely to treat the 
customers with respect and confidentiality when they 
are relying on that customer’s dollar to fund their pay 
cheques than government employees might. And as the 
agreement stands with rural businesses and the Alberta 
government, all the necessary precautions are taken to 
prevent that type of breach in the first place. There is no 
reason to expect that will change. 

Despite that fact that we as Canadian have relied on 
our government to supply such services as these in the 
past, handing them over to private businesses will not 
mean a cut in service. Anyone who has spent 2 or more 
hours waiting in a line up at the Motor Vehicles branch, 
or spent up to two weeks waiting for information from 
Vital Statistics will appreciate the change. 

It is a better alternative than straight cuts. Now we 
just have to see how to implant more of that creativity 
in the axe wielders when they are dealing with the health 
care budget.

It Is my pleasure to help pro¬ 
mote and celebrate the 21st 
Annual National Farm Safety 
Week. This year’s theme. 'Tod¬ 
dlers need to be protected too", 
seems to me an especially ap¬ 
propriate one. 

Ifone thinks back, most par¬ 
ents can remember the count¬ 
less times they offered thelrchll- 
dren that familiar advice, "play 
safe". For those of us who raise 
our children on farms — a dan¬ 
gerous work environment — our 
children's ability to play safely 
has always been contingent 
upon the strength of our com¬ 
mitment to working safely. 

Tractors, combines, heavy 
machinery and silos are all es¬ 
sential tools In the performance 
of a producer’s Job. They can 


also pose serious risks to a 
child’s safety If used Improp¬ 
erly. left unattended, or lll-maln- 
talned. In a time when we are all 
working harder than ever to 
ensure a prosperous future for 
our families and for Canadian 
agriculture as a whole, we must 
not do so at the expense of our 
most precious national re¬ 
source. As governments, as In¬ 
dustry representatives and as 
parents, one of our main priori¬ 
ties must be to preserve our 
children's safety. 

By focussing this year’s cam¬

After five consecutive years 
of decline, housing starts In 
Canada saw their first Improve¬ 
ment last year, according to the 
1992 edition of Canadian 1 lous¬ 
ing Statistics, released today by 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation.

Residential renovation 
spending totalled $17.3 billion 
In 1992. representing nearly half 
(46.1 percent) of the total resi¬ 
dential construction expendi¬ 
ture. 

The number of mortgage 
loans Increased by 9.4 percent, 
while the dollar value of homes 
purchased went up by almost 
19 percent. This reflects higher 
house values as well as higher 



loan to value ratios, the report 
states. 

The report also shows, how¬ 
ever. that single-parent families 
led by women are seven times 
more likely to be In core housing 
need than two-parent house¬ 
holds. 

Seventy-three percent, or 
850,000 of all households In 
need , were renters. Seniors and 
single-parent families are most 
likely to be In core housing need, 
the report shows. 

According to the report, the 
overall cost of housing was un¬ 
changed last year, despite some 
regional variations. The 1992 
New House Price Index recorded 
no gain. In 1991. the Index 


posted a 6.8 percent loss and a 
1.4 percent Increase In 1990. 

International migration will 
continue to make a strong con¬ 
tribution to Canada’3 popula¬ 
tion growth, the report adds. 
Just how strong will depend on 
whether births continue to rise 
despite the overall aging of the 
Canadian population. 

The report covers activity li. 
building, renovation, and mort¬ 
gage lending, as well as housing 
need. land and housing costs 
and the demographic aspects of 
housing demand. It serves as a 
useful planning tool for the hous¬ 
ing and financial Industries.

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Alberta internes and residents oppose ’freeze’ on 
new doctors 


Edmonton and Calgary - Pro¬ 
posals to put a freeze on all new 
doctors could severely limit ac¬ 
cess to medical care In Alberta. 

The Alberta Medical Associa¬ 
tion (AMA) ts pursuing an 'Im¬ 
mediate' freeze to prevent new 
doctors. Including those trained 
In Alberta, from practising medi¬ 
cine In the province. Alberta's 
Internes and residents, repre¬ 
sented by the Professional As¬ 
sociation of Internes and Resi¬ 
dents of Alberta (PA1RA), are 
concerned the proposal would 
mean lower health care stand¬ 
ards In smaller communities, 
and would affect critical serv¬ 
ices In urban certres. 

While the AMA has said this 
should be short-term measure, 
the process Is unspecified and 
the precedent alarming. 

"In towns where there Is al¬ 
ready a shortage of doctors, the 
health care service would suf¬ 
fer." said Dr. Michele BJomson 
a PA1RA executive member and 
a resident at the Alberta Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital In Calgary. ' Phy¬ 


sicians practising In such towns 
are already overworked and peo¬ 
ple would need to continue com¬ 
muting to see a doctor or going 
without medical attention." 

There are now 150 doctors 
completing their residencies In 
Alberta, and many could be 
driven out by a freeze. 

"It's estimated that fully one- 
third of the family medicine resi¬ 
dents coming out of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta this year are plan¬ 
ning to work In rural areas, and 
at the University of Calgary that 
number Is probably higher,” said 
Dr. Jim Williams, chairman of 
the association's negotiating 
committee. 

"By making the recommen¬ 
dation. the AMA Is restricting 
access, particularly In more re¬ 
mote. Isolate areas." he said. 
We have Alberta-trained doc- 
tore ready to serve many of those 
communities now." 

PAIRA. which represents Al¬ 
berta’s 660 Internes and resi¬ 
dents. asked the AMA Board to 
exclude Alberta-trained Internes

Employment in Alberta 
continues to rise 

On a seasonally adjusted basis. AIl>erta’s unemployment rate declined last month, down to 9.3 from 
9.5 percent in May. On an unadjusted basis, full-time employment in Alberta increased by 21.800 In 
June. During the same period, part-time employment also Increased: It went up by 9.900. resulting In 
a total gain of 31.600 new Jobs. Employment in June reached an all time high of 1,291,500. 

This ts the second straight month that Alberta has seen significant employment gains," said Jack 
Ady. Minister of Advanced Education and Career Development. "Alberta now has the second lowest 
unemployment rate In Canada, and the prospects for continuing employment growth look promising. 
Alberta's student unemployment picture remains positive." said Ady. "Student employment levels rose 
by 8.000 new jobs, a 7.1 percent increase over this time last year.” 

The continued recovery was led by employment growth In the g<xxls-produclng sector. Strong 
employment gains were recorded In Mining. 3.400: Manufacturing 1,700: and Construction. 2.700. 
Several industries In the service-producing sector also contributed to employment growth. These 
Included Transportation and Storage. 2.300: Finance and Insurance. 1.900: Public Administration 
5.900: Education 2.600: Accommodation. Food and Beverage. 6.400: and Other Services 8,100.

Canola demand looks positive 


Domestic crush and export 
demand for canola heading Into 
the next crop year looks very 
positive says an Alberta Agri¬ 
culture market analyst. 

"Current crush levels Indi¬ 
cate Canadian processors will 
process about 1.85 million 
(onnes In 1992-93," says Larry 
Rund. For 1993-94. a domestic 
crush of 2 million tonnes Is very 
possible given some capacity 
expansion and the good demand 
for canola products." 

On the export front. Japan 
should return as a strong buyer 
next year he adds, after having 
to purchase some canola other 
places after the drought and 


snow damaged crop of last year. 
Japan brought from Europe. 

Dry weather 
across the Prairies 
during May and 
early June and cool 
weather in Manitoba 
led to concerns about 
potential yield loss 
and late crop matu- 
rity. _ 

China and Australia notes 
Ruud. "However. European 
rapeseed production is forecast 


to drop four percent this year 
further tightening their domes¬ 
tic supplies." 

As well, the Mexican market 
looks promising. Increased per 
capita consumption and re¬ 
duced Polish supplies could 
mean Canadian sales of 150,000 
to 200,000 tonnes Into Mexico 
next year," he says. 

The current canola market 
Itself has been as volatile as the 
weather. "As with the feed mar¬ 
ket. canola futures have been 
holding a weather premium on 
prices." says Ruud. Dry weather 
across the Prairies during May 
and early June and cool weather 
In Manitoba led to concerns 

in 


hog Inventories In the U.S. were 
up only one per cent compared 
to June 1. 1992. and breeding 
stock Inventories were actually 
down two percent. 

Despite the positive Inven¬ 
tory report. Gletz foresees aver¬ 
age Alberta producer payment 
prlcesdropplnglhrough the late 
summer and fall months with 
significant Increases In U.S. pork 
production. I Ie predicts August 
prices at $1.45 per kilogram 
(dressed) falling to $1.40 In Sep¬ 
tember and down to $1.25 by 
November. 


about potential yield loss and 
late crop maturity. 

The U.S. soybean market has 
also been buoyed by weather 
concerns. Ten to 15 percent of 
the soybean crop might not be 
planted or have to be reseeded 
because of excess moisture. 

Markets could move down 
with moisture across the Prai¬ 


ries and Improved conditions In 
the U.S. resulting In fall canola 
futures at $290 per tonne, or 
Just below. While Ruud Isn’t 
predicting much lower prices, 
he says basis levels could widen. 
"With the potential for record 
production, a lot of canola will 
be available In the fall and basis 
levels could be pressured." 


Some positive news 
hog market 


With a lost decision In the 
ongoing hog countervail saga 
and the prospective of falling 
prices ahead, pork producers 
can bask In some good news 
says an Alberta Agriculture 
market analyst. 

"Preliminary trade data for 
the first five months of 1993 
show a 15 percent Increase In 
fresh.frozen and processed pork 
exports to the U.S. compared to 
last year," says Ron Gletz. 

'This Increase more than 
makes up for reduced exports 
to Japan and other nations In 


1993. Total exports are up six 
per cent from 1992." he adds. 

Another positive, although 
perhaps short lived. Canadian 
markets were able to post higher 
prices during June. "U.S. 
slaughter markets didn't rally, 
but the lower exchange rate kept 
our prices higher." he notes. 

Additional optimism comes 
from the surprising June 1 
United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Hog Inven¬ 
tory Report. It suggested the 
current U.S. herd expansion 
may be drawing to a close. Total

They are 
also concerned with the 
$200,000 the ACC has report¬ 
edly spent on lawyers' fees as a 
result of the Court action, when 
the Issue should have been set¬ 


tled years ago by plebiscite. 

The Cattle Commission is one 
of only two commissions that 
charge a non-refundable check- 
ofT without having conducted a 
plebiscite. The ACC check-ofT 
was first set at $0.10 per head 
In 1970 and has risen to $ 1.50 
per head today. Cattlemen’s or¬ 
ganizations In other western 
provinces do not charge a com¬ 
pulsory. non-refundable check¬ 
off.

Most of the strawberry pro¬ 
duction In Alberta Is ofTered for 
sale as U-PIck or ready picked 
at the farm gate or at a Farmers 
Market. 

For those who have never 
been to a U-Plck before. It does 
not take long to pick several 
baskets of berries - enough to 
eal fresh and some leftover to 
freeze for winter or to make Into 
jam. Many U-Plck operators of¬ 


fer additional entertainment for 
the whole family - a trout pond 
for fishing, nature trails, or pic¬ 
nic spots. Remember to bring a 
hat. some sunscreen and bug 
repellent. Always call ahead to 
be sure there are berries ready 
to pick on the day. 

Berries should l»e picked with 
the leafy caps still attached and 
not washed iintlljust before they 
are to l>e eaten - otherwise shelf 
life Is greatly shortened. On a 
hot day. It Is a good Idea to bring 


here 

a picnic cooler to transport your 
berries home. 

I>ocally. a number of profes¬ 
sional and hobby farmers offer 
not Just strawberries, but a regu¬ 
lar bounty of fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles for self picking. Closest In 
the county are McRae's Berry 
Farm near Crossfield (546- 
2175). Overwater Farms on 
Amerada Road (335 4690). 
Rosebud Creek Herbs and Pro- 
duee near Olds (556-1392). 
Berry Delicious Market Garden 


(between Didsbury and Olds off 
Hwy. 2 (556-3837). Pearsons — 
Berry Farm west of Bowden 
(224-301 l)and Dandy Ilk Fresh 
Produce west of Innlsfall (227- 
6037). 

These loeal growers offer 
strawberries, peas and cucum¬ 
bers. among other fresh grown 
produee. Phone ahead to en¬ 
sure an appointment.

The Roulston Museum, lo¬ 
cated In Oarstalrs. highlights 
the local pioneer history. The 
museum Itself Is housed In the 
Knox Presbyterian Church an¬ 
nex named after a former minis¬ 
ter of the church. It Is attached 
to the first church In Carstalrs 
which was built In 1901. A full 
view of a working homestead Is 
also available for view. The 
McCralg House was moved onto 
the museum’s land complete 
with artifacts dating from the 
era.
